HAVANA, Caba, December 91.—In a 


speech today Senor Santos Guzman, 
president of congress, touched upon the 
patriotic sentiments of the Spanish peo- 
ple, and referring to President Mc- 
Kinlay'a recent moseage to congress, he 
protested against it, alleging that It was 
offensive to Spain, to General Weyler 
and the Spanish army. Ho alao held 
that it indicated probable early inter- 
vention, a "warning to a most haughty 
nation which will not permit such hu- 
miliation*" 


Senor Guzman succeeded in unifying 


the opposing factions in tha party, thua 
avoiding the disruption which had been 
encouraged by the reformists. 


Senor Guzman nubmttted a motion, 


• which waa unanimously approved, ei- 
presaing confidence in President Apezte- 
gui and the executive committee and 
confirming the political platform of the 
party, which is essentially Spanish and 
centralist, an against home rule and 
withdrawn 
from 
political struggles, 


while anthorizhiK the executive com- 
mittee to determine when the condition 
of the country and general-in -chief de- 
mand the party's service. 


The executive committee was author- 


ized to eend a cable to General Weyler, 
tbe substance of which was that at a 
mass meeting tbe policy of his excellency 
wa3 endorsed and the party (insured the 
General be had its support. 


HAVANA, December 21.—It waa an- 


nonnced from the palace today that dur- 
ing the pa?t ten days the insurgents 
have lost 303 men killed and that, in ad- 
dition, the Spanish troops have captured 
aeventeen prisoners and that sixty-nine 
armed insurgents have surrendered. The 
troopa, it is further announced, have 
captured ninety-five stands of firearms 
during thie time. Among the hilled, 
the statement continues, are three in- 
surgent leaders and lores officers of the 
insurgent forces. Tbe Spanish troops, 
during the same period, according to 
official statistics, lost three officers and 
thirty-three soldiers killed and had thir- 
teen officers killed and 213 wounded. 


JAPAN IN TROUBLE. 


Explanations Due for Acts of Mob 


Violence. 


WASHINGTON', December 21.—The de- 


partment of state has undertaken an in- 
vestigation nf two very disagreeable in- 
cidents that may contain in themselves 
tbe germa of serious trouble in tbe near 
future. They are the killing by Japan- 
ese of two sailors attached to the United 
Statea fleet on tho Asiatic station. 


Tbe officials have been advised of the 


bare facts only, but following BO closely 
on the terrible assault at Kobe last Sep- 
tember of a Japanese mob upon tbe sail- 
ora of the York town, these killings have 
arouged them to a determination to se- 
cure protection for oar sailors in Japan- 
ese ports.

miesal. No warniun had been given, 
and tbe unhappy newa struck tbe buoy- 
ant hearts of the railroad men with sad 
effect. 


Tbe names of the four Southern Pa- 


cific condactora diachareed are George 
OdeU, Fred Coleman, MikB Droliau and 
"\V. D, IVrkina. Harry Gooey, & freight 
conductor, and ArchieLndabey, who waa 
in charge of tbe Stockton yard, were the 
victims of the official hatchet on the 
Valley road. 


The men have received no intimation 


aa to the reason for their dismissal. Of 
course, there is the uaual suspicion. 


Iu a report 01 the discharge of tbe 


Soutbern Pacific conductors the San 
Francisc'i Chronicle ol yesterday paid: 


"While the oiliciale of the operating 


department are preserving a profound 
eecrecy RB to the causes that prompted 
tho slaughter, the causes do not consti- 
tute EO much of a mystery aa the victims 
themselves might like to have apptrnr. 
It is learned that their discharge was 
due aolely to the fact tbat the National 
Surety Company withdrew from their 
bonds, and thia fact carriea with it a 
presumption of fact easily surmised by 
thoae familiar with the affairs of thfl op- 
erating department of the compRny or 
with thesyBtem of bonding conductor* 
that went into vogue something in the 
neighborhood of two years ago. 


"It is well-known that every employe 


of the company who, in tho regular 
course of his duties, handles the com- 
pany's funds, has to give a bond to in- 
sure the honeat performance of his du- 
ties. To expedite such a 
wholesale 


boudiufr business the company pft'ected 
a deal witu the National Surety Com- 
pany, whereby the 
latter furnishes 


bonds for every employe whose position 
requires him to give a bond, the annual 
premiums on which have to be paid by 
the employes bonded. For many yuan 
the passenger conductors were exempt 
from thia obligation and its accompany- 
ing expense, but two years BRO they 
were all required to put in applications 
for bonds in the company named. 


"Thia was a politic move on the part of 


the company, for it not only insures it 
against wholesale peculations, but re- 
lieves it of the necessity of keeping a 
watch of its condnc'ors, which in itself 
iflasourcBof espenee and annoyance.

REINDEER HERDS 


They Will Be Imported 


From Norway 


To Be Used in the Government 


Klondyke Relief Ex- 


pedition. 


WASHINGTON*. December 20.—Secretary 


Alger today cabled to William Akell- 
mann, the chief government reindeer 
herder, who is now in AUen, Norway, to 
inform tbe war department how soon 
600 reindeer can be shipped to tbia 
country. Theie are wanted for uae as 
draft animals in catting: supplies to the 
miners in the Klondyke region. His 
expected tbat they must be transferred 
at New York to the railroad and in tbat 
manner carried across the continent and 
again by sea from the Pacific Coast to 
Dyea or some other point that may be 
selected as the baee of operations by tbe 
expeditions. 


Secretary Alger baa determined after 


a discussion with persona who have bad 
much experience in Arctic regions to 
make large uae of condensed food prep- 
arations. 


Not only will the meats be taken in 


the most concentrated form but particu- 
lar efforts are being made to secure con- 
densed preparations of vegetables each 
as potatoes and oniODB. Secretary Alger 
has begun an inquiry to ascertain the 
amount of each stores available for pur- 
chase by the governmput and the prices 
demanded for them. The state depart- 
ment has already naked the British gov- 
ernment to reoueet of the Canadian 
government permission to paaa i tbe 
stores through Canadian territory free 
of duty. 


It is anticipated tbat no objection will 


be made to granting the request that 
will be made for pnrmiBBion for onr 
soldiers to pass over Canadian territor; 
as guards for the expedition, althougl 
an order of the privy council will he re- 
quired for the suspension of dntiefl.

He is the mayor, and no cauoib.-U 
nigger who baa carved himself an iua- 
ago lor bis devotions has a profounder 
veneration for hia idol than haa the or- 
dinary New Yorker for the man of hia 
own Bize that he IIP.B voted for and made 
an official. 


Van Wick understands 
hia hind. 


From the day of his nomination ho haa 
Riven every needed proof of this. Know- 


• ine nimseif to be a machine-made no- 
body, ho haa striven to avoid any oppor- 
tunity to disclose his quality. A man's 
speech reveals hia quality. Van Wyck 
during the campaign kept off tbe stump 
and uttered not a word. Elected, he 
said nothing, and since election he has 
refrained from Baying a word. All be 
does la to bold his tongae and run down 
to Lakowood to confer with Croker— 
confer being the polite word to describe 
the receipt of ordera. Had His Honor 
been a candidate for constable of Mil- 
pitas ho conld not have been more gen- 
erously absolved from doing anything 
that required brainn for the doing.

The Sanger box factory waa burnec 


Sunday 'evening, causing a 
IOBB esti- 


mated at from $15,000 to $20,000. 


The fire originated near the engine in 


the west end of the building, and was 
discovered by the night watchman, W. 
H. Boyd. He endeavored to nnreel a 
noee and tarn water on the blaze but 
the hose became tangled. 


The mill and electric light whietles 


sounded the alarm, of fire and as it was 
only 8.30 o'clock.a large crowd of volnn- 
:eer firemen was soon on the ground. 
Che fire had gained snch headway, bow- 
ever, that the efforts to check ita spread 
n the building were futile, bnt the ad- 
oining lumber yaidn and tne planing 
nill. and sash and door factory were 
laved by tbe brave work of the volnn* 
aers. 
There WRB but little wind, fortunately 


and this, together with the firemen's 
efforts, saved the remainder of the plant

SHERIFF'S OFFICE AND JAIL. 


The grand jury in a body visited tbe 


sheriff's office and jail and found the 
same in good condition. 


The variooa warda of the ]ail were 


viaited aud found neat and clean, the 
prisoners well cared for and in as com- 
fortable condition as tbe cramped condi- 
tion of the j*il will permit. 


THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


We have visited the hospital iu a body 


aud we find that institution in as good 
condition, as could reasonably be ei 
peeled. We found that most of the in 
matea were indigenta and ehouia be 
supported aa such and do not properly 
belong in a hospital. We found that in 
some of the sick warda some of the 
patients were allowed to smoke, which 
In our judgment ahonld not be toler- 


We wonld recommend that all of the 


inmates who are sick and under treat- 
ment should be placed in a separate part 
of the hoapital and those who are not 
sick in another part. There seems to be 
a lack of facilities for supplying the 
hoapital with sufficient hot water, and 
the heating apparatus seema alao to be 
insufficient. We would recommend that 
the supervisors aak for bids to put in a 
system of hot water radiation and addi- 
tional facilities for supplying sufficient 
hot water for the different wardc, bath 
rooma, etc. We note that many patients 
come into thia county from other conn- 
ties for treatment. This should be care- 
ully guarded against and none admitted 
nnleaa he or she ia a resident of this 
county. 


ia neat and clean,flod the children show 
every evidtcco of Rood caie aci train- 
ing. 


We found one child thfc.-e eufferi&i: 


from au infectious disease. 
As thie 


child must ba kept away from the other 
children the constant care L! one nurse 
is required at a coetof $15 a month. 


The hoard of manager? suggest, and 


we believe, tbat cases of this kind 
should not be cared for' at lUa institu- 
tion. We recommend that ti:e Board of 
Supervisors aet apart a ward at the 
county hospital for casea of tbia klnd.aa 
they have, no doubt, at all timea con- 
fined in tbe hoapital people suffering 
from diseases of this claea. 


We also recommend to the Board of 


Supervisors that they advertifia for bids 
for supplies furnished this institution. 
A saving could be made by ED doing, 
und aa the board of managers muet 
often rely upon their ovn resources for 
funds, it is very necessary that tconomy 
be used In every possible direction. 


We also recommend that'when par- 


ents or guardians a?k for permission to 
place children in tho orphanat^ eufth 
parent or guardian shall, in case the 
Board ol Supervisors or managers of the 
orphanage ao elect, forever release all 
claim to such children. We mate thia 
recommendation for the reaeou that 
good homea can often be found foi these 
children among respectable and well-to- 
do f ami lies, provided there are no claims 
upon such children by their parents or 
guardians.

A number of parties owing licenses

own deputies und are therefore at liberty 
to appoint us many deputies as they 
may see fit. 
In the tax collector's oflice we Cud 


fonr regular deputies and by reference to 
tbe payroll we find that at timefa iharu 
are employed iu said office aa high aa 
eis men, all paid by the county. The 
law does not provide any deputies for 
this office, whose salaries shall be paid 
from the public treasury, therefore the 
payment of such salaries are in direct 
violation of law and sboulJ uu at once 
stopped. We believe the tux collector 
should have some clerical aisiatance, but 
tbe number of deputies uow in hia 
often are in excess of those actually re- 
quired for tbe proper conduct of the 
office, even thounh they are provided by 
law.We urpe upon our representatives In 
tbe next legislature to take up tbe mat- 
ter of htilp for county officers and pass 
such lawa as will regulate tbe matter 
n°tly anrl fairly, not giving to one office 
more help th*n *" actually neceaaary. 


In addition w the help above referred 
o we find npon the pay roll charges for 
extra help not sanctioned by law, and 
he Board of Supervisors have no right 
or authority to audU the bills of such 
extra help. In a few such cases extra 
ielp may be neneasary, but the Board of 
tapervisora have no option in the mat- 
er. We ask them to comply with the 
aw, let tho consequences be what they

We find that some of the connty offi-

Last March and April Mr. Manly 


Bought to help out his constituents, par- 
ticularly in the foothill districts, by ar- 
ranging so that they could work out 
their road taies on the public highways. 
Money was scarce with tbe mountain 
residents, and Mr. Manly 'B efforts in 
their behalf made him very popular 
with them for the time being. Besides, 
tbe roads were m need of repairs, hav- 
ing been washed cut considerably by 
tba rains of the winter. 


Tbe road fund in the district had 


been exhausted already, the mountain 
highwaye being very expensive to main- 
tain. There are many miles of roadway 
in the mountains requiring constant at- 
tention and extensive repairing in the 
spring. 


According to the Supervisor's plan 


the foothill citizens were to work on tbe 
roads in March and April. Each man 
was to do ¥3 worth of labor. He was 
then to wait till after the beginning of 
tbe fiscal year, on July 1st, wben there 
would be money m tbe county treasury 
with which to pay the claime. Then 
Assessor Vincent was to ho given these 
claims in payment for tbe road tai. 


In this roundabout manner it was 


proposed to evada the law, which pro- 
vides that all citizena must pay the road 
poll tax in cash and that it cannot ba 
worked ont on tbe roads. 


Mr. Manly ran against tbe first diffi- 


culty in his plan in explaining why it 
wae tbat he exacted $3 worth of work, 
when the tax in March and April was 
only $2. "Who's getting theeitradol- 
lar?" tbe constituents asked. 


They did not understand that their 


claims were not to be allowed by tho su- 
pervisors till the new fiecal year begin- 
ning July 1st. Oc July lit the road tax 
became delinquent and increased to $3, 
and this was the amount Mr. Vincent 
would have to be paid. 


To put it in another way, the foothjll 


citizenfc bad to allow their tax to be- 
came delinquent and do $3 worth of work 
in order to evade paying $2 cash earlier 
in tbe season. 


Supervisor Manly had some difficulty 


in explaining this to his people, but he 
finally allayed their fears that they vrere 
being imposed upon to the extent of a 
dollar a piece. 


Then everything went smoothly for 


awhile. The citizens worked on the 
roada with a will. *nd the supervisor's 
*&o:ta in their behalf was a great help 
tu them. So mtny availed themselves 
of the opportunity that the bill* tbat

ing station of the Fresno water works. 
Besides being the largest in capacity, 
the pump IB of the very latest and most 
improved make. 


Tbe new pump will have a capacity of 


4,000,000 
gallons 
every twenty-fonr 


hours, Thia immense volume of water 
would make a good tiized stream and the 
quantity can better he realized wben i 
is comparer] with tbe capacity of tbe 
large 350,000 gallon tank which can he 
filled sixteen times in one day. The 
pump has three plungers and each up 
ward or downward motion of theee will 
bring up a vast quantity of water. 


The electric pnmp now in use haa 


a capacity of 1,500,000 gallons every 
twenty-four hours. Thia is not 
suffi- 


cient to supply the increased demand 
for water and therefore a pump with 
greater ' capacity was necessary. The 
new pump will require 100 horse power 
of electricity to run it. Tna old steam 
engine and pump will be kept as a re- 
serve to guard against any break downs, 
etc. 


Fresno requires a large quantity of 


water and it is claimed that the quan- 
tity used per capita ia mncb larger than 
in most towns of our size in the United 
States. During the summer months tbe 
average used by each resident of Fresno 
ist*60 gallons a day, and in the winter 
months 150 gallons. 
Of conree the 


water is not all ueed for quenching 
thirst. The eewere, bathrooms, garden! 
and lawns require a large proportion of 
the average 209 gallons of water a day 
furnished during the entire year to each 
inhabitant^ the city. 


Fresno water is said to he the purest 


iu the state. It is cool, sparkling and 
clear and comes from artesian wells 
that reach a depth of from 200 to 600 feet. 
Seventeen of these wei is now furnish 
the water supply for tbo city. There 
.

Fresno is free from danger of a water 
famine or tbe ponsibility of being com- 
pelled to used muddy water from over- 
taxed wells.

Train Ko. t>H, the Southern Pacific 


Iyer which runs from this city to Oak' 
and, waa derailed yesterday morning 
about 6.30 o'clock near the IrriRoaa 
witch about eight miles this eide ot Ma 
dera, and it was a miracle tbat the acci 
lent was not accompanied by great loa 


if life. 


As it was, not a parson was hurt, al 


though the wreck wae one of the moa 
tenons that ever happened in the San 
foaquiu valley. 


The train left Fresno in the mornini 


at 5.30 o'clock, on schedule time. I 
consisted of the engine, baggace car 
smoker and coach, and was in charge o 
Conductor Collins and Engineer Gray 
There were about fifteen passenger 
aboard, all from this city. 


Owing to a leaky engine on the Sun 


set Limited, which came throunh at 
o'clock, the regular locomotive for th 
local train had been transferred to thi 
Tain, and No. 611 was aont out with 
heavy freight engine, Xo. 1719, in ii 
place. 
The train was going at the rate o 


about thirty-five milea an hour wlie 
the accident occurred about 300 yard 
north of the switch at Irrigoaa. A ra 
gave way under the drive wheels of tb 
heavy locomotive, causing these to lea? 
tho track, 


As soon as the news of the wrec 


reached Fresno a REPUBLICAN reporte 
quickly pioceeded to the scene. A clo! 
investigation showed that tbe rail whic 
was broken had been poorly aapportei 
at the end by two rotten ties. Th 
break occurred about four feat from th 
end of tbe rail, and the lower part of tb 
fracturo was cl;-ar and bright. But tb 
upper portion was coated with rue 
showing that it had been previous! 
cracked. 


As soon ae he felt tbat th« dri\ 


wheels were off the track the enginee 
closed tbe throttle and applied th* a" 
brakea, but the "drivers" plowed in> 
tbe ties for tbe distance of about 151 
yards before he coulfl brm? ibs train 
a stop. The wheels 'of the cars also le 
the rails and ran on the ties, cuttin 
deep furrows iu them. 


By the time the train came to & 


atUI tbe isader had been capaissd an 
waa dragging on its side. It was badl 
smashed. 


The engine was still top up, thong 


slanted across the grade and on the 
point of overturning. The baggage car 
was nearly upon its aide, and the smoker 
was tilted at an angle of about forty-five 
degrees. Tbe last coach remained up- 
right with tbe front trucks on the ties 
but the rear wheels still on tbe rails. 


What prevented tbe cars from pilin 


up and thus causing great damage au 
terrible losa of life wag the fact thtit tbe 
forward trucks' of the, locomotive ro- 
mained upon tbe track. Uad these left 
tbe rails tbe engine would have torn its 
way down the embankment, draggingltB 
load of human freight to almost certain 
death. But by holding to the track the 
front trucks kept the engine upright and 
maintained its course along the top of 
tbe embankment. 


As it was, the passengers escaped with 


only a severe shaking up. They may 
certainly fael very thankful, however, 
for their narrow escape. 


For tbe distance of about 150 yards 


that tbe train ran on the ties the track 
was badly torn up and many of the ties 
were shown to be rotten. 


The passengers were very much fright- 


ened when they realizedfrom tbe violent 
bumping and rocking that thu trucks 
were off tbe rails and were running on 
tbe ties. 
Everything happened so 


quickly, however, that tbere was no time 
nr chance to try to get out of the 
coaches. It wai probably best that 
they remained and clunc to their seats. 
When the train came to a standstill 
they all quickly clambered out of tho 
careening cars, none the worse for their 
disagreeable experience. It was still 
dark and cold.

They Want Recognition as 


a Party. 


Meeting of Lawyers and Com- 


mitteemen—Will Circu- 


late a Petition. 


Tho Democratic lawyers of Frejno 


met yeeterday with members of tbe 
county central committee of that party 
in the office of Wiley J. Tiunin. The 
purpose waa to consider the question of 
whether or not the party would have to 
circulate a petition and secure the sig- 
natures of at least # pet ceut of tbe 
voters of the connty in order to have thu 
party regularly recognised ut tbe pri- 
maries and at the election. 


The lawyers were called to attend the 


meeting that they might give lepal ad- 
vice in the matter. There w»s plenty of 
good, old-time talent there, but no de- 
cision was arrived at 011 the points of 
law. 


A peculiar situation presents itself to 


tbe "Democratic party. The law pro- 
vides tbat a party in order to have its 
nominations placed on the ballots pre- 
pared by tbe county must have cast 3 
per cent of tbe total vote at tbe preced- 
ing election. While it ia bolieved that 
lully 3 par cent of tbe vote in Fresno 
cuunty last year was that of the Democ- 
racy, yet iu declaring the result the 
Board of Supervisors did not segregate 
the vote of Democrats and FopuHBts. 


The 
vote for presidential electors 


forms tbe basis in the matter. But the 
fusion vote does not show what propor- 
tion waa cast by tho Democratic party 
and what proportion by the Populists, 
hence it is not known what percentage 
of tbe total number of ballots was cast 
by Democrats. • 


The question wan discussed at length, 


but no settlement of th§ point of law 
waa reached. The law provides, how- 
ever, that when the party shows by pe- 
tition tbat it has 3 per cent of the 
voters in tbe county tbe names of candi- 
dates shall be regularly recognized by 
the county clerk In preparing for the 
election. 


It appeared to be tbe opinion of the
